Time  Low 

Can't  even  get  out  of  bed  anymore

TORONTO  - 

A recent  study  by  Dr.  Fred 
N.  Slip  of  the  Centre  for 
Addiction  and  Mental 
Health,  in  conjunction  with 
researchers  at  Mount  Sinai 
Hospital,  has  found  that 
depression  is  at  an  all-time  low. 
The  results  of  the  study  show  a 
drop  from  30%  to  10%  over  the 
past  5 years,  with  a continued 
downward  trend  expected  for 
the  next  decade.  Slip  concludes 
that,  as  the  most  depressing 
mental  illness,  even  depression  is 
depressed  now. 

Over  the  course  of  the  study, 
depression  was  found  to  be 
exhibiting  more  of  the  classic 
symptoms,  including  increased 
fatigue,  a decrease  in  the  ability  to 
concentrate,  as  well  as  increased 
alcoholism.

As  such,  university  students  in 
particular  are  recommended  to 
actually  go  outside  once  in  a while, 
and  to  get  all  the  D they  can,  as 
often  as  possible.  This  is  not  a 
permanent  solution  however,  and 
more  research  must  be  done  into 
depression’s  condition.
